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FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
OF THE WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


At the beginning of the library year the Trustees shortened the 
hours during which it was open nearly one-half. It was closed on 
Mondays, and on other secular days, except holidays, was open 
from 35 to 5.30, and from 6.30 to 8, p.m. This was done in order 
to diminish the running expenses, and thus render more of the ap- 
propriation available for the purchase of books. The Trustees have 
found that there was an immediate and decided diminution in the 
circulation. A comparison shows that in, 1880, 16,106 volumes were 
issued, as against 18,711 in 1879; and this with a larger number 
of books on the shelves. ‘With this fact demonstrated, it may well 
be doubted if the usefulness of the library has not been impaired, 
even though a few more books have been acquired. 

Mrs. Hartshorn having declined serving longer, Miss Addie L. 
’ Pillsbury was chosen Librarian. The Trustees think the efficiency 
of the library has not been impaired by the change, and her ser- 
vices have been to their satisfaction. 

The town granted, for the support of the library during the cur- 
rent year, $400, and the dog tax amounting to $201.01. The Hon. 
F. W. Bird has generously sent in his check for $100, and a fur- 
ther donation of $25 has been received from another resident. 
$100 has been reserved toward the expense of a new catalogue, 
which the Trustees had intended to issue this year; but as the town, 
in June, voted to build a town-house, and as change of quarters 
may involve new arrangement and numbering, it was deemed best 
to defer publishing till after removal. 

The book-shelving put up last year has:sufficed. No repairs or 
alterations have been required, and only the ordinary expenses have 
been incurred. | 

Books and furniture are insured for $1,400. 

There has been expended for the library $478.28, leaving balance 
of $302.47 on hand. When from this amount is deducted $100 for 
catalogue, before referred to, and the bill for January purchase of 
books, the sum remaining will barely pay the expenses to the close 
of the library year. For details, see Treasurer’s report annexed. 

The number of books added during the year is 226, of which 
a large proportion have been of solid character. The Trus- 
tees take pleasure in acknowledging the receipt of valuable con- 
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tributions from Mr. Washington Glover, Mr. James A. Dupee, 
Mrs. Lucy Mills, Mrs. Joseph L. Ellis, Mrs. Maria N. Pierce, 
and Mr. John Earley. Government publications have also been 
received through the Hon. B. W. Harris; and, by courtesy of 
State officials, the publications of various departments have come 
to hand. To each and all of these the Trustees desire to express 
their thanks. 

The publishers of ‘‘ The Atlantic’’ magazine have again remem- 
bered us by sending, through Mr. W. B. Clarke, a copy of their 
fine portrait of James Russell Lowell. 

The Trustees recommend that, beside the dox tax, the sum of 
$300 be appropriated to the use of the library for the next year.

To the Citizens of Walpole. 


Tue office of School Committee has been no sinecure during the 
past year. None but those who have experience in the duties have 
any idea of what these duties are. Formerly it was only required 
that each school and each teacher should be kept faithfully at work. 
Now, under the educational demands of the age, much more must 
be done. The schools will not run themselves, as they sometimes 
used to do. Neither can each teacher be allowed ‘to follow his or 
her own plan. If there is to be a complete whole, there must be 
a constant supervision of all the parts: each part must be made to 
work with all the other parts. We are required, then, to bring all 
the schools to one system; to have the oversight of both the qual- 
ity and the quantity of the work; and to see that the children 
are properly prepared for-the next higher grades. This, no doubt, 
may be a comparatively easy matter where all the schools through- 
out the town are of nearly the same grades; but to bring our par- 
tially graded Centre schools and the mixed schools of the outlying 
districts into one system is not so easy. Under a graded system, 
each teacher must be required to know each and every child, so 
that the slowest minds shall be quickened and strengthened at the 
right time and place. To know that this is done, it is necessary 
that those who have the supervision of the work should study both 
the teacher and the pupil. 

We have now all the work of the old Prudential Committees 
to do; and an experience of some years shows that there is 
something to be looked after every day. Particularly has this been 
the case during the past year. Repairs were to be made, and sup- 
plies of various kinds procured at the lowest prices. 
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‘Besides, we are required in these days to act under certain ‘‘ red- 
tape’’ laws unknown to our predecessors. Now we must know 
each child in town of school age; how old he is; who are his 
guardians ; and whether he attends school at least twenty weeks 
each year. We are required to overlook every mill in town, and 
see that no child is employed who has not complied with the law, 
etc. These are only a part of the duties now devolving upon a 
board of school committee ; but even this is too much, as all can see, 
for a board of three. It is not surprising, under the circumstances, 
that committees make mistakes. Some we have made, no doubt, 
are culpable ; in other seeming errors we have had to choose often 
between two or more evils, and take the least. In these we have 
done the best we could under the circumstances. 

Your committee see no reason why this town should not be fully 
abreast of the times in school privileges. You have been generous 
in.providing funds, and reasonable in your demands. We have 
therefore, the year through, set before us this high standard. 
Previous committees began the work of increasing the efficiency of 
our schools, and we could do no less than follow on. It is possible 
that we may have erred in expecting in a brief time the work of 
years, or in thinking that we could do what, in other towns, has only 
been accomplished by the aid of a trained and skilful superintend- 
ent. 


CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


In some respects the work of the year has not been entirely sat- 
isfactory. ‘Some of the causes for this are temporary; some of 
them such as could not be foreseen, though liable to occur at any 
time. Others are more serious, and have been of long duration ; 
yet for them there may be a remedy. 

No one thing so much affects the welfare of a school as frequent 
changes in teachers. At the end of the last school year four of 
our teachers resigned; and one, who has served the town faith- 
fully and acceptably for several years, was unable to take her 
place on account of ill health, necessitating the election of a sub- 
stitute. Contrary to our expectation, that condition of things has 
continued up to the present time. Thus our force of old teachers 
was reduced one-half. Great care was taken in the selection of 
new teachers to fill these vacancies. All thus selected came with 
the highest reference as to character, education, and success as 
teachers: so that, considering the circumstances, the year started 
' with more than usual promise of successful work; and yet, for 
one reason and another, changes became necessary during the fall 
term. | 

Next to the loss of good teachers, or frequent changes among 
them, irregularity in attendance is detrimental to school work. 
After the lst of November, most of the schools decreased in 
numbers from thirty-three to seventy-five per cent, on account of 
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the appearance of diphtheria. For this reason it was thought to 
be wise to lengthen out the usual Thanksgiving vacation to two 
weeks, and give up the usual holiday recess. The schools re- 
opened with little increase in numbers attending; but the commit- 
tee, feeling that there was no danger to the children in school, 
have continued the schools in session. In addition to this and 
other diseases prevalent in town, the winter has been one of un- 
usual severity: this, too, has had its effect. All these things thus 
conspiring, it must be apparent to the most casual observer that 
the work of the past year has been much obstructed. The effect 
cannot but be felt throughout the school year. 


CHANGES OF METHODS. 


In their last annual report the committee called attention to the 
meagre results obtained after eight years of study, as shown espe- 
cially in the select pupils who sought admission to the High School. 
The papers presented by some of them have been hardly passable. 
It was felt that there must be some radical defect in the existing 
system. The feeling had been growing for some time; so that, 
two or three years ago, the committee made a careful examination 
of the schools and of their needs. They then made a comparison 
with work done elsewhere. ‘The result was that some changes were 
introduced, especially into the primary-school methods. It is not 
necessary to give these changes in detail. Suffice it to say that the 
effort has been to make school life more attractive; to give to 
every moment of it a practical value; to secure more work in less 
time; and, by being systematic, to secure constant progress from 
the beginning of school life to the close. As we promised last 
year, we have endeavored to cultivate in the children the power of 
thought ; to secure, by practice, facility of expression ; to enlarge 
their vocabulary ; to stimulate their reasoning powers ; and to give 
them confidence in themselves by encouraging them and by help- 
ing them to tell what they know. 

To secure these practical results has been the endeavor of the 
‘pest educators throughout the country for a score of years. We 
cannot shut our eyes to the fact that these endeavors have been 
successful under certain systems faithfully carried out. We have 
made a study of these successful methods as far as it has been 
possible. Some of them — modified to suit our circumstances — 
we have copied, with what success it is yet too early to tell. For, 
under the best conditions of good teachers and trained superin- 
tendents, a year or two would be too short to judge of the results, 
of any work: much less could we show complete success under the 
lead only of busy men or women.» There are some notable results 
we can show, and enough of them to prove that we are moving in 
the right direction. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Excellent work has been done in the High School during the 
past year. A fine class of pupils, who have done credit to them- 
selves, was graduated last summer. Another large class entered 
in the autumn. Their examination, though not what it ought to 
have been, was nevertheless much better than any thing we have 
seen on other such occasions here. 

There are but two classes. Both are doing well; and so much 
interested are they, that there are almost no absences, and tardi- 
ness is well-nigh unknown. 

The school is becoming popular. The neighboring town of Nor- 
folk sends its advanced scholars here. Two are now members of 
the school, — each paying into our town treasury five dollars per 
term, or fifteen dollars each per year. 

A class will graduate next summer, but none in 1882. ‘There is 
no middle class. There promises to be a large class to enter next 
fall. In the fall of 1883 there will be three classes again. Thus 
far this year four of the class which graduated last summer have 
remained, attending to advanced studies. They have but one reci- 
tation, however, in school hours. 


THE GRAMMAR GRADES. 


There are now two grammar grades in the Centre, known as the 
*¢ First’ and the ‘‘ Second’’ Grammar Schools. These two grades 
cover a period of four years’ work, according to our course of study. 
There is also a school of the grammar grade at the East, and 
another at the South. The ‘‘ North’’ is still a mixed school. 
During the past year children from this school, who were able to 
go on with the first class at the Centre, have been sent there. 

In these grades very little change has been made. We have 
endeavored, however, to make the work thorough and as practical 
as possible. ‘The teachers have been admonished to cultivate in 
the children a strong love of study, and to require a better atten- 
tion to the work of the day. 

The result has not been as satisfactory in this grade as in the 
primary, owing, no doubt, to the necessary changes of teachers, to 
the sickness and absence of pupils, and the consequent lack of 
interest, as stated at the beginning of this report. It is earnestly 
desired that parents should co-operate with the teachers in helping 
their children over this, perhaps, the most critical period of their 
lives. ‘There is a strong temptation, peculiar to children of these 
ages, to avoid earnest application. All their future depends upon 
their conquering this temptation. 

And yet that there has been an improvement over past years is 
shown by the class which was admitted to the High School this 
year, —the largest for at least five years. The examination was 
quite as hard as any ever given, and the results far better. The 
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principal of the High School reports that, the class is taking hold 
of its work in such a manner as to show that their previous train- 
ing has been more thorough than that of cither class which has 
been under his care. 


THE PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


There are now two primary grades in the Centre, known as the 
‘¢ First’? and the ‘‘Second’’ Primary Schools. These two grades 
cover a period of four years’ work. There is also a school of this 
grade at the East, and another at the South ; although both of these 
have a closer connection with their respective grammar schools 
than the corresponding schools at the Centre. These teachers are 
considered rather as assistants under the grammar-school teachers. 

Notwithstanding the various drawbacks caused temporarily by 
some changes in methods of instruction in this grade, — and they 
are less than is generally supposed, — by changes of teachers, by 
irregularity of attendance, etc., we are happy to give it as our 
opinion that our primary schools have never been in better condi- 
tion. Better groundwork has never been attained here before. 
We feel there is every reason to be encouraged at the success that 
has been reached. 

Only within a few years has the full importance of the early train- 
ing of children been realized; but, since special attention has 
been given to these lower schools, rapid progress has been made, 
and we have every reason to believe that here the end of this year 
will show that more actual practical work has been done than ever , 
before. We ourselves are surprised at the attainments in reading, 
in composition, and in penmanship some in these schools have 
reached ; some of the children in the ‘‘ fourth’’ primary year show- 
ing a better hand, more thought, and_ better expression, than the 
average child after eight years of study under the old method. 

In numbers, or arithmetic, in rapidity and in accuracy of calcula- 
tion, the children are well started ; but in the development of the 
reasoning powers in this branch they are still deficient. Much 
should be done to improve in this before the end of the year. 


GRADING OF THE SCHOOLS. : 


One great hinderance to efficient work heretofore has been the 
lack of system in the management of the schools as a whole, 
Four years ago the schools in the outlying districts were entirely 
ungraded ; those in the centre were not graded at all satisfactorily ; 
and no two classes of the same grade in the town were working to- - 
gether. It was thus impossible to have any uniform course of 
study, to make any comparison of work done, or to have any uni- 
form test examinations. Since that time the different committees 
have been endeavoring to bring all the schools up to the same 
standard. Now, with the combining of two classes in the Centre 
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Primary, — to be done during this year, — the schools will be well 
graded ; and all the classes of the same grade in the town will be 
working together under a new course of study, which is now 
already in use. 


THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


The old course, prepared for the Centre schools, has been 
dropped as inadequate to present needs, and especially to general 
use in the town. It has been no easy task, as has been intimated 
before, to bring the different classes in the town together into one 
whole; but gradually it has been done. There are now eight 
grades, covering eight yedrs of study; the first grade being the 
youngest class in the primary schools, and the eighth being the 
first class in the grammar schools. 

The course of study — not yet printed, but in the hands of the 
teachers —has been prepared very carefully, and is up to the 
standard of those now in use in other large towns. We are confi- 
dent that it will prove as useful as it has been desirable. We 
must acknowledge again our indebtedness to other educators for 
many practical suggestions in preparing this work. 

Our children are somewhat behind its requirements now, but an- 
other year should see them fully worked up to it. 


A SUPERINTENDENT NEEDED. 


The town for many years tried a committee of six with unsatis- 
factory results; and yet the most intelligent and capable citizens 
the town affords have been chosen. And now, for the past year, 
the work has been done by three, and is no more satisfactory. 
There is no reasonable cause to hope for better work in the future, 
under the same conditions, than the past has seen. Yet your com- 
mittee have endeavored to give the most careful supervision to the 
schools, and have supplemented the work of the teachers as far as 
was possible. It is our experience that the greatest progress has 
been made where the most help has been given. _ 

It is strongly urged by all educators that for really good, per- 
manent, systematic work, it is necessary to have one man at the 
head of things, as you would in a mill, who should be able to give 
a large part of his time to the schools, and who shall be by edu- 
cation and training fitted for the work. A committee made up of 
busy men or women cannot give the time necessary to bring this 
work up to a high standard, even if they have the necessary educa- 
tion and fitness, which is not always the case; and consequently, 
while individual schools, under exceptionally favorable circum- 
stances, may do fair work without supervision, the majority will not 
do even that. 

Our schools, being now systematically arranged, all working 
under one plan, and the primary work being well started, are in a 
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condition where they would make rapid progress under an efficient 
leader. For two years the feeling has been growing upon the com- 
mittee of the necessity of a more systematic, minute, and scientific 
superintendence; but there have been obstacles in the way which 
seemed insurmountable. 

The matter of expense prevents us from having a suitable per- 
son who should give all his time to our schools. The suggestion 
of asking other towns about us to join in engaging and supporting 
one common superintendent has been considered: the plan is 
found not to be feasible. 

It has seemed to us that Mr. Edward P. Fitts, present master of 
our High School, would be able to add to his present duties that 
also of a general superintendent. His afternoons, after half-past 
one, might be given to these new duties. We consider him well 
qualified for such work, and especially since he has had valuable 
training in having had charge of a large grammar school for some 
years. He would be able to do systematic visiting, and could sup- 
plement the instruction of the teachers, and, by his own well- 
known energy, stimulate both teachers and pupils, as a committee 
have not the time to do. Besides, as principal of the High School, 
he would feel an especial interest in all the preparatory work. 

In making this recommendation, the committee follow the suc- 
cessful experience of other towns similarly situated. Very many 
towns make the master of their grammar schools superintendent of 
all the schools in their own building, or in a given district em- 
bracing several schools. 

The law provides that ‘‘any town by legal vote... may 
require the school committee annually to appoint a superintendent 
of public schools, who, under the direction and control of said 
committee, shall have the care and supervision of the schools.”’ 
(Revised Statutes of Mass., chap. 38, sect. 35.) An amendment 
to the above says that ‘‘ the school committee of any city or 
town, required to appoint a superintendent of public schools, shall 
have authority to determine the salary of such superintendent.’’ 
The same law further provides that, ‘‘ in every town in which such 
superintendent is appointed, the school committee shall receive no 
compensation, unless otherwise provided by such . . . town.’’ 

The authority for such an appointment must be by a legal vote 
of the town, and the committee must then appoint. We therefore 
recommend the adoption of the following vote: viz., — 

The School Committee are hereby required to appoint a super- 
intendent of public schools; and the sum of $200 is hereby appro- 
priated, as per recommendation of the committee, for the salary 
of said superintendent. 

Last year $170 was paid for the services of the School Com- 
mittee ; so that, by the appointment of a superintendent, —if the 
committee receive no compensation for their services, — the expense 
to the town would be but $30 more than is now paid. 
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FURTHER SUGGESTIONS. 


Special attention is requested to the statistics of attendance ap- 
pended to this report, as showing some of the disadvantages with 
which the teachers have to contend. And again we would urge 
upon the parents the importance of keeping the children in school, 
even at the cost of considerable sacrifice. Where a systematic 
course of study is in use, they who stay out must fall behind in 
their classes. Still more would we impress upon the teachers their 
responsibility in the matter.. Make the schoolroom attractive and 
the work interesting. Do not be satisfied until the absences are 
reduced to a minimum. Be sure and know each scholar, and what 
he needs. 

Again we would urge upon the parents the value of an active 
interest in the welfare of the schools; and we entreat you to show 
your interest -by frequent visits. After you have seen what is being 
done, encourage the teacher by your commendations, if you can 
honestly give them. By all means let them know that you ap- 
preciate their efforts for you and yours. 

The committee and teachers gladly welcome all fair and in- 
telligent criticism ; but no criticism can be either fair or intelligent 
which is based upon the talk of children or that of the gossips of 
the community. If you see for yourselves, you may find the schools 
more efficient than you imagine; and the best way to make the 
schools efficient is to give the teachers your hearty support and co- 
operation. 


PROMOTIONS. 


Children are promoted whenever they are fitted for such pro- 
motion; but in the Centre the grammar schools would have been 
too large if classes had been advanced ; and it seemed unwise to 
form a new school on account of the anticipated and usual de- 
crease in numbers in the primary schools through the winter. None 
of the classes have been kept back, however. And, on the other 
hand, they have had the advantage of being the first class in their 
respective schools, where they have had more attention than could 
have been possible had they been the lowest class in another room. 
Whether it will be wise or necessary to establish a new school in 
the spring remains to be seen. 


THE WEST SCHOOL. 


The West School has not been re-opened ; but all the children 
from that part of the town who wished —in fact, all but two or 
three —have been transported to the Centre, as was done last 
year. The committee are more than ever pleased with the result 
of that experiment; and, so far as we know, all the parents who 
send are equally pleased. Although the committee, with the con- 
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sent of the Selectmen, have drawn upon the contingent fund of the 
town for the conveyance of these children, we have reserved from 
the usual school appropriations sufficient to pay the bills of trans- 
portation, both last year and this. The same is now in the hands — 
of the Town Treasurer. 


LAST YEAR’S APPROPRIATIONS. 


Several special appropriations were made at the last annual town 
meeting in accordance with the recommendations of the School 
Committee. One of $500 for special repairs and painting has 
been used as indicated in the Treasurer’s report. The Village 
Schoolhouse was shingled; all the school-buildings were painted, 
but the ‘* North ;’’ and a few other special repairs were made. 

Another appropriation of $150 has been used in the ordinary, 
but necessary, small repairs. This appropriation is now ex- 
hausted. ; 

Still another appropriation of $100 was asked for, and_re- 
ceived, for the purchase of reading-books. That sum has also. 
been expended, and the books are now the property of the town. 
The committee recommend and ask for another appropriation of 
$30 for the same use as it was intimated in the last report that we 
should need to do. 

The committee have always been obliged to purchase a number 
of text-books for the use of poor children in the schools. In most 
cases, during the past year, these have been made the property of 
the town, and loaned to the children as they were needed. 


NEW APPROPRIATIONS. 


There will be a necessity of re-arranging the heating apparatus 
at the Centre Schoolhouse, also the purchase of a new stove for 
the North School. Two wells will need to be sunk lower. The 
desks at the Centre will probably have to be re-arranged; and 
those at the North and in one room at the Village ought to be cut 
up into separate desks, as the others in the town have been. And 
then, if a new school should be necessary at the Centre, some new 
seats and desks must be bought. This will cost in all somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $500. We cannot estimate for the inevit- 
able small repairs. 

There will be due to the town of Dedham, for our share of the 
support of the Bubbling Brook School, the sum of $192 or there- 
abouts. 

The following recommendations are therefore respectfully sub- 
mitted : — 

1st, That the town appropriate for the support of schools, for 
the coming year, the sum of $5,000. 

2d, That any balance of this year’s appropriation remaining un- 
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expended at the close of the present year (ending July 1) be 
added to the above for use in the coming scliool year. 

3d, That the town appropriate for the changes in heating ap- 
paratus, for the changes in seats and desks, for the sinking of the 
wells, and for the purchase of new desks and seats, the sum of 
$500. : 
N.B. — This is not expected to cover the ordinary small repairs 
which heretofore have been paid for out of the general town ap- 
propriation. 

4th, That the sum of $200 be appropriated for the salary of the 
superintendent. 

5th, That the town appropriate for the purchase of reading- 
books, as last year, the sum of $30. 

The whole amount of appropriations asked for last year was 
$6,050, and the balance of year before. The amount asked this 
year is $5,730 and the balance of this current year.
